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WE CLAIM: 
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A telephone wire distribution center comprising 
a fl»nt substantially planar surface; 

at leas^ one pair of punch down terminal strips attached to the front surface, each termination 
area of a parti)mlar punch down terminal strip electrically coupled in series to every other 
5 termination area oAthe same punch down terminal strip; and 

a region of tne front surface for labeling at least one wire pair. 
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The telephone wire distribution center of claim 1, wherein the front surface 
comprises\a wire chaimel for routing paired telephone wires. 


3. Theielephone wire distribution center of claim 2, further comprising: at least one 
wire channel hook for retaining wire pairs in the wire chaimel. 

4. The telephone wireNdistribution center of claim 2, wherein the wire channel is located 
between two pairs of the punch dowirterminal strips. 


5. The telephone wire distributiori^^ter of claim 4, wherein the wire channel separates 
a first two pairs of the punch down terminal strips^from a second pair of the punch down terminal 
strips. 
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^ j 6. The telephone wire distribution center of claim 5, further comprising a label for each 
input telephone wire electriWly coupled to one of the punch down terminal strips. 


7.\ The telephone wire distribution center of claim 6, further comprising a plurahty of 
surface redonsvfor labeling each output telephone wire pair electrically coupled to one of the pairs 
of punch down teriSinal strips. 
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8. The telephone wire distribution center of claim 1, further comprising: at least one tie- 
wire TvAg for bundling a plurality of wires to the distribution center. 
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9. \ The telephone wire distribution center of claim 1, wherein at least one of the punch 
down terminal strips comprises a row of insulation displacing connectors. 

10. The telephone wire distribution center of claim 9 wherein at least one punch down 
terminal strip comprises: an electrically conductive terminal strip inserted into a row of insulation 
displacing connectors\ 



1 1 .\ A method of organizing telephone wires comprising the steps of: 
connefcting a paired input wire to a pair of electrically conductive terminal strips; 
connecting a plurality of paired output wires to the pair of electrically conductive terminal 
strips; and 
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labeli^the destination of the paired output wires on the distnbution center. 


A 2. The method of organizing telephone wires as in claim 1 1 , further comprising the step 
of: routing paired telephone wires through wire channel hooks in a wire channel of the wire 
distribution center. 


13. The Inethod of organizing telephone wires as in claim 12, further comprising the step 
of: bundling the plurality of wires in the wire channel. 
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14\ A telephone wire distribution center comprising: 

means ^r connecting a paired input wire to a pair of electrically conductive terminal strips; 
means for connecting a plurality of paired output wires to the pair of electrically conductive 
terminal strips; and 

means for labelin^he destination of the paired output wires on the distribution center. 


15, \ The telephone wire distribution center as in claim 14, further comprising: means for 
routing paired ttdephone wires through wire channel hooks in a wire chaimel of the wire distribution 


center. 


16. The teleplione wire distribution center as in claim 15, further comprising: means for 
bundling the plurality of wires in the wire channel. 
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
